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Farmers,  along  with  oth- 
ers in  the  economy,  have  felt 
the  effects  of  inflationary 
pressures  in  recent  years. 
For  example,  realized  net 
farm  income  in  1968,  at 
$14.9  billion,  was  up  about 
$600  million  in  current  dol- 
lars from  the  previous  year. 
However,  the  increase  in 
prices  paid  by  farmers  for 
family  living  items  was  par- 
ticularly sharp  last  year, 
holding  the  constant-dollar 
gain  to  about  $100  million 
(1957-59=100).  Some  easing 
in  the  rise  of  prices  is  in 
prospect  for  1969.

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THE  1969  OUTLOOK  AND  REVIEW  OF  1968 


Summary 

Realized  gross  farm  income  this 
year  probably  \-nll  be  record  high — close 
to  $52  billion — and  around  a  billion  dol- 
lars more  than  in  I968.    An  increased 
volume  of  marketings  of  farm  products  and 
a  small  gain  in  direct  Government  payments 
are  in  prospect  for  19^9;  little  change 
is  expected  in  the  average  of  prices  re- 
ceived by  farmers. 

Hov/ever,  another  large  advance  in 
production  expenses  appears  likely  this 
year.    The  increase  may  exceed  the  gain 
expected  in  realized  gross  farm  income. 
A.ccordingly,  realized  net  farm  income  may 
fall  a  little  short  of  the  $1^.9  billion 
of  1968.    Average  net  income  realized  per 
farra  will  probably  hold  around  last  year's 
$U,863. 


The  per  capita  disposable  income 
of  the  farm  population  from  all  sources  in 
1969  may  be  up  slightly  from  the  $2,l68  es- 
timated for  1968.    Another  gain  is  likely 
in  the  income  of  farm  people  from  nonfarm 
sources. 

This  forecast  assumes  continued 
econcenic  grovrth,  but  a  slov;er  expansion 
in  domestic  demand  this  year  than  the  rapid 
increase  in  I968.    Also,  foreign  demand  for 
U.S.  farm  products  in  coming  months  is  not 
expected  to  change  much  from  recent  levels. 
Furthermore ,  farmers '  income  prospects  for 
1969  assume  average  growing  conditions  and 
the  current  level  of  farm  programs. 
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THE  1969  OUTLOOK 


Receipts 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings 
in  prospect  for  I969  may  be  close  to  a 
■billion  dollars  larger  than  the  $W+.l  bil- 
lion estimated  for  I968.    The  expected  in- 
crease likely  \dLll  be  due  to  a  larger  vol- 
vrnie  of  farm  marketings,  since  the  average 
of  prices  received  by  farmers  for  all  com- 
modities may  be  about  the  same  as  in  I968. 

Some  increase  in  livestDck  and  live- 
stock product  receipts  fron  last  year's 
$25.6  billion  appears  likely  this  year. 
Producer  prices  may  change  little,  but  the 
volume  of  livestock  marketed  \d.11  probably 
be  larger  than  in  I968.    Cattle  prices  to 
farmers  this  year  are  expected  to  continue 
strong  and  average  about  the  same  as  a 
year  earlier,  despite  prospects  for  a  3  to 
h  percent  increase  in  the  volurae  of  farm 
marketings.    An  increase  in  hog  slaughter 
of  around  h  or  5  percent  is  expected  \r±th 
average  prices  for  the  year  dovm  some  from 
1968  levels.    In  total,  meat  animal  re- 
ceipts in  1969  are  projected  larger  than 
in  1968. 

Farm  marketings  of  broilers  this 
year  probably  vdll  be  larger  in  volume 
than  a  year  earlier  and  prices  vrill  likely 
average  belovr  I968  levels.   A  small  decline 
in  marketings  is  indicated  for  eggs,  but 
prices  and  receipts  to  producers  are  ex- 
pected to  be  higher  this  yesir  than  in  I968. 
Another  gain  in  cash  receipts  from  farm  mar- 
ketings of  miUc  is  in  prospect  for  I969; 
producer  prices  are  expected  to  average 
higher  with  little  change  in  the  volme 
of  mi  He  marketed. 

Crop  receipts  in  I969  are  expected 
to  be  larger  than  the  $l8.U  billion  esti- 
mated for  1968,    A  substantial  increase 
in  the  volume  of  marketings  appears  likely, 
vrhile  the  average  of  crop  prices  may  be 
doxm  some  from  the  I968  level.    Food  grain 
receipts  >dll  probably  be  smaller  this 
year  than  in  I968  due  largely  to  prospects 
for  smaller  crops  of  wheat  and  rice.  Corn 
prices  are  expected  to  show  some  improve- 
ment during  calendar  I969  compared  -vrith 
1968,  and  receipts  from  marketings  of  the 
feed  group  may  be  up  from  a  year  earlier. 


Cotton  lint  marketings  are  expected 
to  increase  this  year  due  to  provisions  of 
the  1969  Cotton  Program  designed  to  encoiir- 
age  increased  plantings.    A  substantial 
increase  appears  likely  in  tobacco  output 
and  receipts  will  also  be  boosted  by  an 
expected  increase  in  average  prices.  The 
outturn  of  oil-bearing  crops  vdll  probably 
be  large,  leading  to  increased  receipts 
from  marketings;  this  income  prospect  is 
based  on  a  continuation  of  the  current 
loan  rate  for  soybeans. 

Receipts  from  marketings  of  vege- 
tables this  year  may  not  match  the  $2.8 
billion  received  bj'-  producers  "in  I968. 
Truclt  crop  receipts  in  19^9  dovm 
some  from  the  I968  level  when  prices  were 
extremely  favorable,  particularly  in  the 
first  half  of  the  year.    Receipts  from 
marketings  of  fruits  and  nuts  may  also  de- 
cline this  year.    Citrus  prices  this  year 
probably  mil  average  below  year-earlier 
levels;  a  larger  crop  is  in  prospect  but 
freeze  damage  to  the  orange  crop  may  hold 
prices  near  present  levels. 

Direct  Government  payments  to  farra- 
ers  in  19^9  are  likely  to  be  moderately 
larger  than  the  .'p3.5  billion  paid  out  this 
year.    Increases  in  payments  are  likely 
under  the  Feed  Grain,  Wheat  and  Cotton  Pro- 
grans  for  1969*    But,  payraents  under  the 
Soil  Banlc  are  expected  to  drop  substantial- 
ly during  19^9  as  many  contracts  ujider  this 
program  expire. 

Income  and  Expenses 

The  prospective  increase  in  19^9 
cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  and 
direct  Government  payments  vdll  likely 
boost  realized  gross  farm  income  around  $1 
billion  to  a  record  high — close  to  $52  bil- 
lion.   Hovrever,  farm  production  expenses 
this  year  in  all  probability  vdll  rise  by 
at  least  as  much  as  realized  gross  farm 
income.    Overhead  items  such  as  taxes, 
mortgage  interest,  and  depreciation  ciiarges 
vdll  be  up  sharply  this  year.    Pi-ices  paid 
by  farmers  for  production  items  vdll  prob- 
ably continue  their  persistent  rise.  An

increase  in  the  usage  of  feed,  fertilizer 
and  pesticides  appears  likely  in  I969. 
The  trend  toward  fevrer  hired  vrorkers  on 
the  farm  mil  probably  continue,  but  high- 
er farm  wage  rates  may  be  more  than  off- 
setting. 

If  farm  production  expenses  rise 
more  than  the  $1.1  billion  experienced  in 
1968,  which  no^'^  appears  probable,  realized 
net  fam  income  this  year  may  fall  a  lit- 
tle short  of  the  $l'+.9  billion  estimated 
for  1968,    Hov^ever,  with  the  continuing 
decline  in  farm  nujnbers,  it  appears  very 
likely  that  realized  net  income  per  farm 
will  average  around  the  $U,863  for  I968. 
The  number  of  faims  in  19^9  is  estimated 
at  just  under  3  million — a  drop  of  about 
1  million  farms  since  I960. 


THE  1968  FARM 


Cash  Income 

Cash  receipts  from  fam  marketings 
in  1968  were  estimated  at  a  record-high 
^hk.l  billion,  up  $1.3  billion  from  I967. 
This  substantial  gain  in  marketings  re- 
ceipts during  I968  res\ilted  from  an  in- 
crease in  the  average  price  received  by 
farmers  for  all  commodities  combined  i/lth 
a  larger  vdme  of  marketings  than  in  I967. 

Receipts  from  marketings  of  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  in  I968  to- 
taled $25,6  billion  compared  irith  ^2h,k 
billion  in  I967.    Strengthened  by  a  strong 
consumer  demand  in  I968,  prices  received 
by  fanners  for  livestoclc  and  livestock 
products  v;ere  h  percent  higher  than  in 
1967.    The  volume  of  farm  marketings  of 
livestocli  and  products  was  up  about  1  per- 
cent over  a  year  earlier. 

Cattle  and  calf  receipts  increased 
sane  $800  million  in  I968  as  prices  were 
up  around  5  percent  from  a  year  earlier; 
the  volume  of  cattle  marketed  was  up  around 
3  percent.    Receipts  from  hogs  were  up 
slightly  as  an  increase  in  slaughter  more 
than  offset  a  slightly  leader  average  price 
for  1968.    A  sizeable  reduction  in  the 


The  per  capita  personal  income  of 
the  farm  population  from  farm  sources  may 
shov;  little  change  this  year,  but  another 
gain  is  likely  in  their  income  from  nonfann 
sources.    On  a  disposable  basis,  the  per 
capita  income  of  farm  people  from  all  sources 
in  19^9  ii^sy       slightly  higher  than  the 
$2,1^8  estimated  for  I968.    In  both  I967 
and  1968,  the  average  per  capita  disposa- 
ble income  of  farm  people  from  all  sources 
was  about  73  percent  of  the  average  non- 
farm  income;  this  ratio  may  hold  or  decline 
slightly  in  I969.    The  farm  population, 
which  is  also  declining,  vri.ll  be  close  to 
10  million  this  year,  about  5  percent  of 
the  total  U.S.  population.

volvme  of  farm  marketings  of  sheep  and  larabs 
in  1968  about  offset  seme  improvement  in 
prices  for  this  species  of  meat  aniraals. 

Producer  receipts  from  marketings 
of  milk,  \iere  up  more  than  $200  million  in 
1968  as  prices  paid  by  plants  and  dealers 
averaged  5  percent  higher  than  a  year  ear- 
lier; a  higher  price  support  for  milk  help- 
ed to  bolster  cash  receipts.    There  was  a 
slight  drop  in  the  volme  of  milk  marketed 
last  year  as  output  was  down  close  to  1.5 
billion  pounds.    Broiler  prices  in  I968 
averaged  about  7  percent  higher  than  a  year 
earlier  leading  to  an  increase  of  about 
$100  million  in  receipts  from  this  product; 
marketings  showed  a  very  small  increase. 
Egg  prices  last  year  averaged  about  8  per- 
cent above  a  year  earlier,  while  Biarketings 
were  dovm  slightly  for  the  year.    Egg  re- 
ceipts to  producers  were  estimated  up  about 
$150  million  over  the  I967  total.  Turkey 
marketings  were  smaller  in  volume,  leading 
to  a  drop  of  about  $25  million  in  receipts 

Crop  receipts  totaled  $l8.if  billion 
for  1968,  up  slightly  from  I967.

more  than  offset  an  increased  volune  of 
marketings.    A  major  exception  to  the  lovr- 
er  total  receipts  in  the  grains  complex 
was  a  sizeable  increase  in  receipts  frctn 
rice  marketings  due  to  a  much  larger  crop 
and  a  higher  average  price.    In  addition, 
wheat,  corn,  and  grain  sorghum  producers 
received  income  supplementing  pa^'-ments 
under  the  I968  Feed  Grain  and  VTheat  Pro- 
grams. 

Cotton  receipts  were  up  substantial- 
ly from  a  year  earlier  as  a  larger  volume 
of  marketings  m.ore  than  offset  lo\7'er  aver- 
age prices.    The  I968  cotton  crop  •m.s  sane 
^5  percent  larger  than  the  very  small  out- 
put of  1967.    Tobacco  receipts  were  da\m 
substantia 11 y  frcn  a  year  earlier  due  to 
a  sharp  drop  in  output.    Receipts  fron 
marketings  of  soybeans  were  down  slightly 
in  calendar  I968  as  average  prices  for  the 
new  crop  ran  belcair  the  loan  rate. 

Due  mainly  to  record-high  prices 
for  truck  crops  during  the  first  half  of 
the  year,  receipts  frcci  farm  marketings 
of  vegetables  rose  sharply.    Producer  re- 
ceipts frcsn  potato  marketings  showed  lit- 
tle change  in  I968  from  a  year  earlier. 
Cash  incccie  from  marketings  of  fruits  suid 
nuts  increased  substantially  in  I968;  a 
sharp  increase  in  citrus  receipts  led  the 
way  irLth  orange  prices  in  calendar  year 
1968  averaging  more  than  a  dollar  a  box 
higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

Direct  Government  payments  to  farm- 
ers in  1968  are  estimated  at  $3.5  billion, 
up  $kOO  million  frcci  the  total  paid  out  in 
1967.    The  primary  reason  for  this  substan- 
tial gain  in  payments  was  a  $500  million 
increase  in  payments  under  the  Feed  Grain 
Program.    Small  increases  are  also  esti- 
mated for  the  irneat,  VJool,  and  Sugar  Act 
Programs.    Partly  offsetting  the  increase 
in  total  payments  v;as  a  drop  of  about  0I50 
million  in  Cotton  Program  payments  and  a 
small  drop  in  Soil  Bank  outlays  which  are 
being  gradually  phased  out. 

Production  Expenses 

Farm  production  expenses  continued 
to  rise  in  I968,  increasing  by  about  $1.1 
billion  to  a  level  of  close  to  $36  billion. 


The  index  of  prices  paid  by  farrr.ers  last 
year  for  production  items,  interest,  taxes 
and  wage  rates  was  about  32  percent  higher 
than  in  I967.    Almost  all  production  items, 
with  the  exception  of  feed  and  fertilizer, 
vrere  higher  in  price  than  a  year  earlier. 
Farm  real  estate  tax  rates,  mortgage  inter- 
est payable  per  acre,  and  farm  vrage  rates 
were  up  substantially  last  year,  as  has 
been  the  case  in  recent  years. 

Purchases  of  replacement  and  feeder 
livestoclc  were  estimated  larger  in  I968 
than  a  year  earlier  and  prices  averaged 
higher.    Use  of  fertilizer  was  up,  but  this 
vras  more  than  offset  by  lower  unit  prices. 
Purchased  feed  prices  v^'ere  do™  about  h 
percent  leading  to  a  slight  drop  in  the  es- 
timated feed  bill  last  year.    The  number  of 
hired  farm  workers  was  down  about  5  percent 
but  this  was  more  than  offset  by  rapidly 
rising  farm  wage  rates.    Overhead  costs — 
taxes,  interest,  and  depreciation  charges 
— were  sharply  higher  last  year  and  were 
responsible  for  m.ore  than  half  of  the  esti- 
mated total  increase  in  I968  production 
expenses. 

Gross  and  Net  Income 

Realized  gross  farm  income  in  I968 
reached  a  record  high  of  $50.8  billion,  up 
$1.7  billion  froml967.    This  substantial 
rise  in  realized  gross  farm  income  last 
year  m.ore  than  offset  the  large  gain  in 
production  expenses.    Accordingly,  realized 
net  farm  income  in  I968  at  $1^.9  billion 
was  about  k  percent  higher  than  the  Gl^.2 
billion  estimated  for  I967. 

ITet  incotie  realized  per  farr.i  last 
year  v/as  $^,863,  up  more  than  $300  frori  a 
year  earlier,  but  slightly  belo^^  the  record- 
high  average  of  $5,000  reached  in  I966. 
The  per  capita  disposable  income  of  the 
farm  population  fron  all  sources  in  I968 
was  $2,]i58  compared  with  $2,037  in  I967. 
There  was  an  increase  in  the  personal  in- 
come of  farra  people  frcci  both  farm  and  non- 
farm  sources  in  I968.    The  average  dispos- 
able income  of  nonfarm  people  also  rose 
last  year,  and  the  ratio  of  the  average 
disposable  personal  income  of  farm  people 
to  that  of  nonfarm  people  was  73  percent, 
about  the  same  as  in  I967.

Cash  receipts  for  3h  of  the  50 
States  in  I968  were  up  fron  a  year  ago;  in 
11  States,  receipts  vrere  up  over  5  percent 
with  Florida  and  Arkansas  up  10  percent 
or  more.    Three  States  (Connecticut,  Ohio 
and  Utah)  were  little  changed  from  a  year 
ago.    Thirteen  States  were  dovm  from  a 
year  ago  with  South  Carolina,  North  Caro- 
lina, Kentucky  and  Delaware  doim  by  more 
than  5  percent.    The  changes  for  the  50 
States  ranged  from  a  I5  percent  increase 
in  Florida  to  an  11  percent  decrease  in 
South  Carolina. 

Ranked  on  the  basis  of  total  cash 
receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  I968, 
California  was  first  -vrith  a  total  of  $^+.3 
billion  and  Iowa  next  with  $3.5  billion. 
Texas  ranlced  third  ($2.7  billion),  Illinois 
foxirth  ($2.6  billion)  and  Mnnesota  fifth 
($1.8  billion).    The  order  of  ranlcing  in 
1967  I'ras  the  same  for  the  first  five 
States.    Rounding  out  the  top  10  States 
in  1968  were  Nebraska,  Kansas,  VJisconsin, 
Missouri  and  Indiana  in  that  order.  In 
1968,  the  top  10  States  accounted  for 
about  half  of  the  total  cash  receipts  from 
farm  marketings  for  the  50  States,  with 
the  top  5  States  accounting  for  about  one- 
third  . 

Direct  Government  payraents  in  I968 
were  a  re cord -high  $3.5  billion,  up  to.k 
billion  from  a  year  earlier.    One-third  of 


Realized  Net  Income  Per  Farm 

Realized  net  income  per  farm  for 
the  50  States  increased  from  an  average  of 
$fLj526  in  1967  to  ^^^,863  in  I968,  up  $337, 
or  7.^  percent.  Thirty-eight  States  show- 
ed a  gain  from  I967  to  I968;  tv/elve  States 
declined.  Net  income  realized  per  farra  in 
all  Regions  averaged  higher  last  year  than 
in  1967. 

In  20  States,  the  increase  in  real- 
ized net  income  per  farra  from  I967  to  I968 
vras  greater  than  10  percent.    In  6  States 
the  gain  was  greater  than  30  percent;  New 
HaiTipshire,  Rhode  Island,  West  Virginia, 
Florida,  Colorado,  and  California.  For 
the  12  States  showing  a  decline,  3  States 
dropped  more  than  15  percent;  South  Caro- 
lina, Oregon,  and  Alaska, 

State  estimates  for  realized  gross 
and  net  income  per  farm  for  I966,  I967  and 
preliminary  estimates  for  I968  are  present- 
ed in  table  9,    The  preliminary  State  esti- 
mates for  1968,  although  tentative  due  to 
the  lack  of  complete  data  for  I968,  do  pro- 
vide a  tiniely  review  of  the  I968  farm  income 
situation.    The  August  19^9  Supplement  to 
the  July  Farm  Income  Situation,  v;hich  shows 
realized  gross  and  net  income  per  farm  by 
States  for  I968,  idll  be  based  on  more  com- 
plete infcoraation.
